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Absentee voting underway, 
May 13 last day to request 
paper ballots for primary 


The primary election is now less than two 
weeks away and early voting has now begun on 
two fronts-from those who have to vote via ab¬ 
sentee ballot and others who will be out of the 
county on May 20 and chose to vote on the voting 
machine at the County Clerk’s Office. 

The number of absentee ballots actually cast 
was about normal compared to most past lo¬ 
cal elections. According to County Clerk Shelia 
Booher, as of last Thursday, May 1, 178 absen¬ 
tee ballots had been mailed to voters who can¬ 
not vote at polling places on election day with 95 
having being returned. A total of 20 persons had 
cast ballots “in-house” by absentee on the voting 
machine, or just over 100 official absentee votes 


cast with a little less than three weeks prior to 
election day. 

In the 2010 county-wide election, some 470 
people voted absentee-231 people voting by pa¬ 
per ballot and another 239 on the voting machine 
in the clerk’s office. 

The 2014 May primary will see some 7,557 
registered voters eligible to cast ballots in Clin¬ 
ton County. Of that total, 6,102 are registered Re¬ 
publican, 1,339 Democrat and 116 “other” party 
registrants. 

A moderate to heavier than usual turnout is ex¬ 
pected at the polls in Clinton County during the

Lake Cumberland 
reaches summer pool level 


For the first time in years, local lake enthusiasts 
and tourists alike visiting Clinton County’s 
Grider Hill Marina and other local access points 
for Lake Cumberland, will be enjoying a “full 
pool” of water this summer. 

Lake Cumberland surpassed elevation 723 
feet last week assuring the recreation season will 
begin with the reservoir at its historic summer 
pool level for the first time since 2006. 

That information was confirmed last week 
with a press release to the Clinton County News 
from the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers district 
office in Nashville, Tennessee. 

Approximately three inches of rain fell in the 
local watershed over a 72 hour period last week 
causing inflows into Lake Cumberland to spike. 
The lake was expected to crest slightly above 
elevation 727 feet sometime Saturday. 


The Lake Cumberland level has been reduced 
since 2006 when a drawdown occurred while 
repairs were being made to stop leaks in the mile- 
long concrete and earthen Wolf Creek Dam. 

Levels went as low as 680 feet during the 
period while construction crews were busy on the 
work platform building a new concrete barrier 
wall that extended as deep as 150 feet below the 
bedrock that the dam was originally constructed 
upon. 

The water level in the lake rose to elevation 
724 feet last Thursday morning, which is four 
feet above the current upper Southeast Power 
Administration (SEPA) curve at elevation 720 
feet. 

The upper SEPA curve is a lake water

True bills include one related 
to March shooting incident 


A Clinton County man charged in connection 
with the shooting of another local resident has 
been indicted by a Clinton County Grand Jury, 
which met in regular session last Thursday, May 
1 . 

Jonathan M. Blaesing, 42, of Albany, was 
charged by the grand jury for assault first degree, 
a Class B felony that carries, if convicted, a sen¬ 
tence of 10-20 years in prison. The true bill al¬ 
leges that the defendant “...engaged in conduct 
which created a grave risk of death or caused se¬ 


rious injury to Danny Kennedy when said defen¬ 
dant shot him with a pistol.” 

The incident occurred Sunday night, March 30 
at approximately 8:37 p.m. The Clinton County 
Sheriff’s Department responded to the call to 155 
Martha Stockton Road in response to a shooting 
incident at that location. 

Sheriff Rick Riddle and Deputy Josh Asberry 
were the first on the scene and determined that

May term of Clinton 
Circuit Court held 


A term of Clinton Circuit 
Court was held last Thursday, 
May 1 with Circuit Judge David 
L. Williams presiding 

The following are cases in 
which some type of final resolu¬ 
tions, i.e. sentencing, plea agree¬ 
ments, were made, ruling issued 
or trial dates scheduled: 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Patrick O. Taylor. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended amending the charge of 
persistent felony offender first 
degree to second degree and 
upon a plea of guilty to the lesser 
charge and theft by deception, 
the defendant would receive a 
seven and one-half year sentence 
to serve, and run concurrent with 
cases in Logan, Simpson and 
Warren counties. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for June 12. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Tony 
Lowhorn, pursuant to a plea 
agreement reached on April 3. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
theft by unlawful taking with 
a five-year sentence imposed, 
probated for five years with su¬ 
pervision. The sentence shall run 
concurrent with another Clinton 
Circuit Court indictment and 
he will receive credit for time 
served and pay restitution. A 
charge of criminal trespass third 
degree was dismissed. 

* During a pretrial conference 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Sylvia Janette Ferguson. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the charges 
of failure to use child restraint 
device (two counts), operating a 
motor vehicle while under the in¬ 
fluence first offense and failure to 
maintain insurance. Upon a plea 
of guilty to two counts of first 
degree wanton endangerment, 
the defendant would receive a 
four-year sentence on each count 
to run concurrent, probated for 
four years with supervision and 
she will be assessed by the Social 
Services clinician for long-term 
rehabilitation. 

Final sentencing has been 
scheduled for June 12. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the cast of Commonwealth vs. 
Vanessa M. Ferrell. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the charge of 
possession of drug paraphernalia 
and upon a plea of guilty to pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance 
first degree the defendant shall 
receive a three-year sentence, 
pre-trial diverted for three years, 
supervised. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Richard Luttrell, charged with 
burglary second degree, assault 
second degree and persistent 
felony offender second degree, 
the defendant acknowledged 
that he abscounded, which was 
a violation of the conditions of 
his probation. The court directed 
his probation be revoked. The 
defendant will receive credit for 
any time served. 

* Sentencing was held in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Bobby Wayne Pillar, pursuant to 
an agreement being reached on 
April 3. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
escape second degree with a five- 
year sentence imposed, probated 
for five years with supervision. 
He shall receive credit for time 
served and be assessed for the 
Clinton County Drug Court Pro¬ 
gram. 

* During motion hour, a trial 
date of June 3 was set for Joseph 
Paul Coop, charged with re¬ 
ceiving stolen property and two 
counts of second degree persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Robert Leslie Smith, charged 
with theft by unlawful taking, 
receiving stolen property under 
$10,000 and three counts of first 
degree persistent felony offend¬ 
er, another pretrial conference 


was scheduled for June 12 and a 
trial date set for July 15. 

* During arraignment, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Kyle 
Matthews, charged with third 
degree burglary and fourth de¬ 
gree assault, a pretrial confer¬ 
ence was set for July 10 and a 
trial date for September 10. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Ashley McCusker, charged 
with first degree possession of 
a controlled substance first of¬ 
fense, the trial date scheduled 
for May 20 has been continued, 
with a pretrial conference set for 
August 14. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Brittanie L. Thur¬ 
man, charged with criminal mis¬ 
chief first degree, the trial date 
scheduled for July 9 has been 
continued, with a review set for 
September 11. 

* In the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Michael Stearns, 
charged with possession of a 
controlled substance first offense 
and possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia, scheduled sentencing was 
continued until June 12. 

Several other cases were on 
the docket last Monday, with 
other cases being continued for 
review, post-trial court dates 
scheduled and some defendants 
were arraigned, entering not 
guilty pleas and having pretrial 
conference dates scheduled.

Spring 
Forest Fire 
Hazard 
Season 
ends 

The spring forest fire hazard 
season in Kentucky officially 
ended on April 30. Despite the 
recent heavy rainfalls, 1,171 
wildfires have burned more than 
35,613 acres in the state since the 
first of the year. 

Most of these fires were due 
to arson; in fact, more than 60 
percent of wildfires in Kentucky 
in the last five years have been 
intentionally set. 

Citizens who have information 
or witnessed suspected arson 
activity are asked to call the 
nearest Kentucky Division of 
Forestry office, Kentucky State 
Police post or the Target Arson 
Hotline at 1-800-27-ARSON. 

Outdoor burning can lead to 
wildfires. Before conducting 
any outdoor burning, citizens are 
advised to be familiar with the 
applicable regulations. 

Citizens should contact the 
Division for Air Quality, the 
Division of Waste Management, 
as well as the Division of Forestry 
and local fire departments to 
ensure that they are complying 
with all outdoor burning laws. 

Wildfires are less likely 
during the summer months but 
can still occur if conditions are 
dry.

Wrapping up the 2014 
legislative session

Now that we’ve reached the end of the 2014 session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly, I wanted to take a moment to thank 
you for contacting me during the session to provide input on issues 
that are important to you. 

I believe the 2014 Budget Session was a success for a number 
of reasons. We passed a fiscally responsible budget that helps meet 
the needs of the Commonwealth while being good stewards of 
tax dollars. We passed a number of pieces of legislation aimed at 
improving the health and well-being of Kentuckians of all ages. Of 
course, there are also disappointments from the session, as the Senate 
passed several good bills that the House of Representatives did not 
approve. 

Below is a brief outline of some of the major issues addressed 
during the 2014 Legislative Session: 

Budget 

After much negotiation, a fiscally-responsible budget was passed 
that contained a debt ratio and structural imbalance lower than those 
proposed by the House and the Governor. The budget is education- 
friendly, providing close to $6 billion for SEEK appropriation for 
K-12 funding, salary increases for public school teachers and 
staff, more funding for school technology, and an expansion of 
preschool services. The budget also provided additional funding to 
hire vocational school teachers and provide scholarships to college 
students. The final budget also prohibits state general fund dollars 
from being used to implement Obamacare and approves the first pay 
raise for state employees since 2008. 

Health Topics 

To help protect some of our most vulnerable citizens, we passed 
Senate Bill 98, which I sponsored, to create an adult protection 
registry. This bill will expand the current background check process 
for nursing homes and adult-care providers by allowing employers 
to check whether a prospective employee has a history of abuse 
substantiated by Adult Protective Services. The Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services (CHFS) will maintain the registry, which will be 
a new source of information for those looking to hire caretakers for 
seniors or disabled adults. 

We also took a number of steps to help to protect the health and 
well-being of our children. For children who suffer from sometimes 
debilitating seizure disorders, we passed Senate Bill 124, allowing 
doctors at Kentucky’s two university research hospitals to prescribe 
cannabidiol to patients who suffer from seizure disorders. This 
treatment is designed to be one more tool in the toolbox for children 
with epilepsy to help enhance their quality of life. 

Another step to protect our children came with the passage of 
Senate Bill 109, which prohibits minors from purchasing or using 
e-cigarettes. 

Additionally, Senate Bill 118 will allow for one additional 
prescription for eye drops to be filled every three months, allowing 
children to have these drops available at school at all times. This 
also recognizes that drops are often wasted when administering 
them to children. These drops are critical to those suffering from 
glaucoma, which can become sight-threatening if the medication is 
not administered as directed. And finally for our school children, we 
passed Senate Bill 159, which will provide greater access to school- 
located and Head Start-based dental care programs. 

Finally, we took steps toward easing the shortage of physicians 
our state is currently facing by passing legislation to expand services 
provided by nurse practitioners and physicians’ assistants. Under 
Senate Bill 7, experienced, advanced-practice nurse practitioners 
can prescribe non-narcotic drugs without having a contract with a 
physician. This will be especially helpful to improve access to care 
in rural areas. In addition, Senate Bill 41 allows broader authority for 
physician assistants to execute medical orders, while still requiring 
ten percent of the medical notes written by a physician assistant be 
countersigned by a physician every 30 days. 

Second Amendment 

We also passed several measures to support and promote 
our Second Amendment rights. Senate Bill 100 streamlines the 
Carry of Concealed Deadly Weapons (CCDW) permit process by 
allowing applicants to submit forms electronically. This will apply 
to both new applications and renewals and speed up the process 
significantly. Senate Bill 125 allows honorably discharged military 
veterans to waive the training requirement for a CCDW permit with 
proper documentation. Senate Bill 106 allows an individual who has 
sought a court-issued Emergency Protection Order (EPO) the ability 
to expedite the CCDW permitting process after a background check. 

Juvenile Code 

After a two-year task-force review and thousands of hours of 
stakeholder meetings and draft revisions, we passed Senate Bill 200, 
an effort to reform the state’s juvenile code, particularly relating to 
status offenders such as truants. This bill is designed to achieve 
better outcomes for Kentucky’s youth by involving families and 
reducing recidivism with earlier intervention. It also seeks to lower 
the amount spent on juvenile detention in the state. 

Legislation Passed by the Senate that Died in the House 

One of the biggest disappointments of this year was that Senate 
Bill 5, the “heroin bill,” was stalled by the House and ultimately did 
not become law. There have been at least 24 deaths in Kenton County 
alone since the Senate passed the bill out of our chamber on January 
16 of this year. I co-sponsored the bill, which would use a three¬ 
pronged approach of education, treatment, and increased penalties 
for traffickers to tackle the growing heroin problem in Kentucky. 

Finally, for the 10th straight session, the Senate passed legislation 
solidifying our commitment to the unborn, only to have those pro-life 
measures defeated in a House Committee. I sponsored Senate Bill 3, 
which would have required a woman considering an abortion to have 
a face-to-face meeting with a doctor or designated professional to 
receive information at least 24 hours before the procedure- including 
risks of the procedure and alternatives to abortion. This would 
close a loophole that abortion providers have used to provide this 
information by a recorded telephone message. Senate Bill 8, which 
I co-sponsored, would have required a woman seeking an abortion 
to have an ultrasound and the opportunity to view that ultrasound 
before the procedure. 

It is an honor and a privilege to serve as your Senator in Frankfort. 
Although this session is over, the work of the legislature will continue 
through monthly interim committee meetings to study, discuss, and 
learn more about various issues for the 2015 General Assembly. If 
you have any thoughts about the work we accomplished here for the 
past few months or want to voice your opinion about an issue for 
next session, please call me toll-free at 1-800-372-7181 or email at 
sara. gregory @lrc .ky. gov.

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The Cumberland County Fis¬ 
cal Court held its regular month¬ 
ly meeting April 8. 

During the meeting, the court 
approved a bid for solid waste 
management. Two bids were 
turned in before the deadline. 

The first bid was from M. R. 
Waste of Byrdstown, Tennessee 
at $18 per month for residential, 
$10 per yard for commercial, and 
a monthly rental fee of $25 on all 
yard sizes. 

The second bid was from 
Morrison’s Recycling of Albany 
at $15 per month residential, 
$7.50 per yard for commercial, 
and monthly rental fee of $20 
with a three percent franchise 
fee. 

There was some lengthy dis¬ 
cussion in regards to the length 
of the contract and terms of the 
contract and lack of a properly 
signed contract by the previous 
administration. 

County Attorney Lindsey Bell 
advised approving a contract 
with Morrison’s Recycling, sub¬ 
ject to it being either a three or 
six-year contract and all terms 
of the old original contract to re¬ 
main in effect until a new con¬ 
tract is signed. A motion was 
made for a three-year contract 
with an option to renew an addi¬ 
tional three years by Magistrate 
Edward Anderson, seconded by 
Magistrate J.V. Groce. Voting 
yes were Magistrates Anderson 
and Groce and voting no were 
Magistrates Thomas Brown and 
Ricky White. Judge John Phelps 
broke the tie with a yes vote. 

Judge Phelps asked Steve 
Morrison of Morrison’s Recy¬ 
cling to contact County Attorney 
Bell and begin on the new con¬ 
tract. 

Magistrate Thomas Brown 
stated that he didn’t want to put 
an increase on the citizens. Judge 
Phelps explained about the ris¬ 
ing costs of the landfills in all the 
surrounding areas and the gaso¬ 


line increases. 

Judge Phelps said he thought 
Morrison’s Recycling was not 
unreasonable and also reiterated 
the importance of recycling to 
reduce future landfill usage and 
expense. 


Burkesville City Council held 
its regular monthly meeting April 
17. 

During the meeting, Mayor 
Keith Riddle informed the coun¬ 
cil that the 2014-15 budget was 
to be presented at the May 15 
meeting and asked if the council 
was going to give city employees 
a cost of living raise. 

Council person Bernice Bos¬ 
ton made a motion not to give 
any raises at this time due to de¬ 
pletion on revenues. The motion 
was seconded by Councilwoman 
Lana Owens and passed 4-1 with 
one abstention. 



More than one in every 10 
Kentuckians now have health 
care—many for the first time- 
thanks to the initial open enroll¬ 
ment period for kynect, Ken¬ 
tucky’s state-based health benefit 
exchange. 

Gov. Steve Beshear an¬ 
nounced that 413,410 Kentuck¬ 
ians enrolled in health care cov¬ 
erage through kynect in its first 
open enrollment period, which 
ended March 31. At its peak in 
the final three days of enroll¬ 
ment, kynect processed more 
than 7,000 applications each day. 

Another 30,000 individuals 
signed up for healthcare cover¬ 
age during the April 4-11 kynect 
special enrollment period, a state 
news release said. More than 
11,000 Kentuckians finalized 
health plan choices by the April 
15 deadline, bringing to over 
413,000—or the approximate 
combined populations of Lex¬ 
ington, Owensboro and Bowling 
Green. 

“Every single individual who 
signed up for health insurance 


through kynect had a driving rea¬ 
son to go to that website or visit 
a kynector—perhaps they’d never 
had health insurance; they want¬ 
ed insurance and couldn’t get it 
because of pre-existing condi¬ 
tions; or they had been priced out 
of the private options available 
to them,” Beshear said. “Kynect 
tore down all those barriers for 
hundreds of thousands of Ken¬ 
tuckians. It is deeply satisfying 
to know that nearly 10 percent of 
our population finally has afford¬ 
able, quality health insurance that 
gives them the assurance that if 
they get sick or hurt, they’ll get 
the care they need and they’re 
not in danger of bankruptcy.” 

Surveys of kynect enrollees 
revealed that about 75 percent of 
applicants reported they had no 
health insurance prior to signing 
up for kynect. 

Kynect has been hailed as a 
national model since its launch 
on October 1, 2013, for its con¬ 
tinuous smooth operation and 
easy interface for users looking 
for affordable health coverage. 
Since enrollment began last fall, 
hundreds of thousands of Ken¬ 
tuckians swarmed the website 
and call center in search of af¬ 
fordable, quality healthcare cov¬ 
erage. 

“As the famous line from the 
movie ‘A Field of Dreams’ goes, 
‘If you build it, they will come.’ 
Well, we built it and they came 
by the thousands,” said Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services 
Secretary Audrey Tayse Haynes. 
“In fact, Kentuckians were so 
anxious for the opportunity to 
finally have the healthcare cov¬ 
erage they need and deserve that 
the first person was signed up as 
soon as the site went live. Our ky¬ 
nect staff added more servers to 
expand capacity and brought on 
55 more customer service reps at 
the contact center to handle call 
volume. The response has been 
tremendous and truly exceeded 
our greatest expectations.” 

Final days of enrollment saw 
a crush of people rushing to en¬ 
roll. About 21,000 signed up in 
the final three days. Now, more 
than one percent of every 10 
Kentuckians has health insurance 


through kynect—or 9.6 percent of 
the state’s population. These fig¬ 
ures do not include previously 
uninsured individuals who may 
have purchased health insurance 
outside of kynect. 

Some paper publications are 
still being processed, so the total 
number of kynect enrollments 
will likely increase as those are 
completed. 

Fifty-two percent of all kynect 
enrollees are under the age of 35. 
Of private health plan enrollees, 
33 percent are under the age of 
35. Approximately 80 percent of 
enrollees qualified for coverage 
under the Medicaid expansion 
with the remaining 20 percent 
purchasing a private insurance 
plan. Of those who purchased 
private insurance plans, 72 per¬ 
cent qualified for some level of 
premium assistance. 

Seventy-five percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians who purchased a private 
insurance plan through kynect 
selected the Kentucky Health 
Cooperative as their insurer with 
the remaining 25 percent equally 
divided between Anthem and 
Humana. Currently 68 percent of 
those who enrolled in a private 
insurance plan have paid their 
first month’s premiums. 

These statistics reflect activity 
on kynect as of April 21: 

* 413,410 Kentuckians are 
enrolled in new health insurance. 

* 330,615 have qualified for 
Medicaid coverage. 

* 15,427 individuals who 
qualify for traditional Medicaid 
have undergone a required an¬ 
nual recertification since April 
1, which is now handled through 
kynect. 

* 82,795 have purchased pri¬ 
vate insurance. 

* 52 percent of all kynect en¬ 
rollees are under the age of 35. 

* 1.5 million unique visitors 
viewed 57.7 million kynect web 
pages. 

* 886,502 individuals con¬ 
ducted preliminary screenings. 

* 22,147 have enrolled in 
stand alone dental plans. 

* 1,605 small businesses have 
started applications for employee 
coverage; of those 628 business¬ 
es have completed applications 
and are eligible to offer coverage 
to employees. 

* 839,398 calls have been 
handled by the kynect contact 
center. 

The next open enrollment pe¬ 
riod beings Nov. 15 for coverage 
effective Jan. 1, 2015. Individu¬ 
als may apply for Medicaid at 
any time. 

Only those individuals who 
experience a qualifying event, 
such as the loss of employer- 
sponsored health insurance cov¬ 
erage, will be able to purchase 
private health plans outside of 
open enrollment. 


Upon recommendation of 
school superintendent Michael 
Ford, board members voted to 
designate the proceeds from the 
sale of Union Chapel to match 
funding from the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation Technology System and a 
donation from Duo-County Tele¬ 
com to address the district’s tech¬ 
nology needs. 

The vote allows for the 
$137,500 received for the auc¬ 
tion sale of the Union Chapel El¬ 
ementary building and grounds 
to be added with $129,049 from 
KETS and $25,000 from Duo- 
County to upgrade all schools 
technological needs. 

Ford said that some of the 
funding would be allocated per 
district needs to programs such 
as the gifted and talented pro¬ 
gram and alternative school 
needs with the majority being 
split between the schools on a per 
student basis.

Wayne Roberts will be the 
next superintendent of Wayne 
County Schools. He was hired 
Monday night, April 28 by the 
Wayne County Board of Educa¬ 
tion following an executive ses¬ 
sion that lasted approximately 45 
minutes. 

Roberts is currently assistant 
superintendent of the Wayne 
County School District and has 
served in that capacity under 
John Dalton for approximately 
eight years. 

His contract as superintendent 
will begin June 1 and will con¬ 
tinue through June 30, 2016. 

Eight of the nine members of 
the school board voted in favor 
of hiring Roberts. Board member 
Larry Muse did not vote. 

Roberts’ salary was set at 
$100,000 annually. 

Roberts, an alumni of Wayne 
County High School, is currently 
in his 31st year of employment 
with the district. 

Over the years, he has served 
the district in a variety of capaci¬ 
ties, including Director of Trans¬ 
portation, Assessment Coordina¬ 
tor and Coordinator of Federal 
Projects. 

“I am thankful and apprecia¬ 
tive to Wayne County Schools 
for giving me the opportunity to 
work here 31 years and to work 
with the children of this county. 
I love my home and I love my 
school,” said Roberts. “I look 
forward to this opportunity to 
continue to work for my school 
and for the children of this coun¬ 
ty.” 

Roberts was selected from a 
slate of five candidates who were 
recommended to the board by 
the screening committee which 
reviewed all applications. 

The board interviewed Rob¬ 
erts, Director of Pupil Personnel 
Allen Clark, Wayne County High 
School Principal Brian Dishman, 
Director of Instruction Winona 
Griggs, and SIITS Coordinator 
Donnie Neal in a series of inter¬ 
view that were conducted over 
two nights. 

Dalton will retire on May 31 
as Wayne County Superinten¬ 
dent. 


The body of what some of¬ 
ficials suspect may be that of a 
missing Science Hill woman was 
discovered in rural Wayne Coun¬ 
ty on Wednesday, April 23. 

No identity or cause of death 
had been released for the woman, 
pending autopsy results from the 
State Medical Examiner’s Office. 

The Pulaski County Sheriff’s 
Department has confirmed that 
investigators have been search¬ 
ing for a missing Science Hill 
area woman for about three 
weeks. 

Officials indicated that the el¬ 
derly woman may not have been 
seen for several months. 

The investigation into the 
missing persons report led a 
Pulaski County deputy to Bram- 
mer Hill Road in Wayne County 
last Wednesday, where the body 
was discovered at about 3:49 
p.m.

The man charged with murder 
in connection with the April 21 
shooting death of Gavin Thomp¬ 
son entered a not guilty plea dur¬ 
ing an arraignment held in Wayne 
District Court on Wednesday, 
April 23. 

Ian T. Miller, 21, of Elmira, 
New York, was appointed a pub¬ 
lic defender during the proceed¬ 
ing. Bond was set at $250,000 
cash or property. 

A preliminary hearing in the 
case was set for Thursday, May 1 
in Wayne District Court. 

Miller was arrested and 
charged with murder late Mon¬ 
day night, April 21 by Kentucky 
State Police. 

The shooting incident oc¬ 
curred at approximately 3 a.m. 
April 21 at Thompson’s resi¬ 
dence on North Highway 1275 


near the entrance to Rogers 
Grove Road. 

Thompson, 38, was shot an 
undetermined amount of times, 
according to Wayne County Cor¬ 
oner Forrest Hicks. Thompson 
was transported from the scene 
to the Wayne County Hospital 
emergency room where he was 
pronounced dead at 4:55 a.m. 

An autopsy was performed in 
Frankfort a week ago Monday. 

Kentucky State Police Detec¬ 
tive Billy Correll is heading up 
the investigation, which is con¬ 
tinuing. 



William D. Chesher celebrat¬ 
ed his 63rd birthday behind bars 
on April 21 and appeared be¬ 
fore Circuit Judge Phil Patton a 
week ago Tuesday, April 29 for 
final sentencing. Chesher was 
convicted in a three-day trial in 
March for the June 4, 2013 mur¬ 
der of local businessman Ronnie 
Joe Hiser, 58, at the Hiser home 
on Glasgow Road. 

After deliberating nearly three 
hours the jury returned a guilty 
verdict and recommended a sen¬ 
tence of 15 years for first degree 
manslaughter and an additional 
three years for tampering with 
physical evidence as Chesher 
tossed the murder weapon into a 
nearby pay lake. 

Chesher’s attorney, public de¬ 
fender Greg Berry, asked judge 
Patton to consider changing the 
sentence from being served con¬ 
secutively to concurrently. Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney John Gard¬ 
ner responded that this was the 
sentence the jury came back with 
and asked Judge Patton to honor 
their recommendation. 

The judge agreed, noting that 
Gardner would be given credit 
for the 323 days he has already 
served and that he has the right 
to appeal the verdict. 

Attorney Berry responded he 
already has the paperwork ready 
to file. The case will go to the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals for 
consideration. 



Russell County High School

“I’ve done this for 26 years 
and I think it is pretty good tim¬ 
ing to help me decide what I’m 
going to be doing next year af¬ 
ter I step away from it for a year 
to see if I still have the urge to 
coach or see if I want to go a dif¬ 
ferent direction as far as a job 
in the future,” Feldhaus said. “I 
think we’ve had a really good 
nine years. It was greater than 
what I imaged it would be.” 

He said his biggest thanks 
goes out to the kids who have 
played for him the past nine 
years. 

Feldhaus said the school dis¬ 
trict is currently accepting ap¬ 
plications for the head coaching 
job and hopes to have a coach in 
place for summer basketball. 

Feldhaus will continue his du¬ 
ties as Russell County Athletic 
Director.

elevation guide that rises in 
the spring, with spring rainfall 
and reaches elevation 723 on 
May 15, then slowly draws 
down through the summer and 
fall. This curve is designed to 
ensure an adequate level of 
water for continued hydropower 
production throughout the year. 

Wolf Creek Dam is generating 
with all six hydropower units in 
an attempt to bring the elevation 
back down as quickly as possible 
to the upper SEPA curve while 
still considering downstream 
water level conditions. 

Because of the limited 
volume of water that can be 
discharged through the Wolf 
Creek hydropower units, and the 
large inflows into the lake, the 
lake continues to rise. 

Randy Kerr, a civil engineer 
in the Nashville District’s Water 
Management Section, cautions 
visitors to the lake to be careful 


Every 10 years after a U.S. 
Census is conducted, federal and 
state reapportionment laws re¬ 
quire counties to reapportion and 
redistrict according to the popu¬ 
lation.

Kennedy had been shot one time 
in the abdomen. He was flown to 
the UK Medical Center in Lex¬ 
ington where he was treated for 
his injuries. 

Police then began a hunt for 
the suspect and later, using the 
local S.O.R.T. (Special Opera¬ 
tions Response Team), arrested 
Blaesing about two hours later 
at a residence on Hopkins Street 
in Albany and charged him with 
first degree assault and lodged 
him in the Clinton County Jail. 

Sheriff Riddle said at the time 
of the incident that a 357 Mag¬ 
num, the suspected weapon in 
the shooting, had been found and 
appeared to have been fired one 
time. 

A motive for the shooting was 
not given.

Clinton unemployment drops in 
March but remains in double-digits 

Just as quickly as the local jobless rate took a big jump early in 
the year, there was a hefty decrease in the rate just a month later. 
Although the rate dropped considerably, it remained in double-digits 
and higher than both the national and state averages. 

In February, Clinton County’s unemployment rate rose to an even 
13 percent. However, the March rate had dropped by some 2.7 per¬ 
cent, standing at 10.3 percent for the month, the fourth highest in the 
10-county Lake Cumberland area. 

Unemployment statewide and in the Lake Cumberland area de¬ 
creased overall from February to March. 

The Lake Cumberland district rate was 9.9 percent, down from 
11 percent in February and three tenths of a percent lower than the 
March 2013 rate of 10.2 percent, according to the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training, an agency of the Kentucky Education 
and Workforce Development Cabinet. 

Taylor County recorded Lake Cumberland’s lowest rate at 7.9 
percent while 14.7 percent was the highest, recorded in McCreary 
County. 

Other jobless rates in the area included: Adair County, 8.8 percent; 
Casey County, 9.1 percent; Cumberland County, 11.2 percent; Green 
County, 8.6 percent; Pulaski County, 9.9 percent; Russell County, 
10.6 percent; and Wayne County, 12 percent. 

Unemployment rates fell in 69 Kentucky counties between March 
2013 and March 2014, while 43 county rates went up and eight coun¬ 
ties stayed the same. 

Boone County recorded the lowest jobless rate in the Common¬ 
wealth at 5.7 percent. It was followed by Cambpell County, 6.3 
percent; Kenton County, 6.4 percent; Gallatin County, 6.7 percent; 
Grant, Oldham and Shelby counties, 6,8 percent each; Simpson, 
Warren and Woodford counties, 6.9 percent each. 

Jackson County recorded the state’s highest unemployment rate- 
19.3 percent. It was followed by Magoffin County, 17.1 percent; Les¬ 
lie County, 17 percent; Harlan County, 16.8 percent; Letcher County, 
15.8 percent; Bell County, 15.2 percent; Knott County, 15.1 percent; 
McCreary County, 14.7 percent; Menifee County, 14,3 percent and 
Clay County, 14.1 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather than actually to count people work¬ 
ing. Civilian labor force statistics include non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who are actively seeking work. They do 
not include unemployed Kentuckians who have not looked for em¬ 
ployment within the past four weeks. The statistics are not seasonally 
adjusted because of the small sample size for each county. The data 
should only be compared to the same month in previous years.

spot of the first military action during the Civil War 
in Tennessee.

It may seem hard to believe 
today, but during that time, this area was a major 
travel route. General Sherman’s scouts crossed 
the river near Eagle Creek in Pickett County while 
looking for a shorter route eastward. These events 
hold quite a story to be shared and will be shared as 
is possible during the event. Saturday, May 17th 
and Sunday, May 18th are open to anyone wishing 
to attend. There will be a small admission charge 
($5/person with 10 and under admitted free) on 
these two days to help offset the costs associated 
with the event.

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Soil compaction in the garden

Gardening season is in full force with the threat of frost now be¬ 
hind us. It’s a good time to think about your soil. Soil compaction 
creates an unfriendly growing environment for plants and is a serious 
problem for many home gardeners. However, it is relatively easy to 
prevent. 

Compaction transforms soil into a difficult environment for plant 
growth by making it harder for roots, water and soil to penetrate the 
ground. Major causes are working the soil when it is too wet, foot 
traffic and excessive rototiller use. 

To reduce this problem, it is best to avoid working in the garden or 
walking in it when the soil is too wet. Squeeze a handful of soil and 
if it forms a muddy ball, rather than crumbling when you open your 
hand, stay out of the garden area. 

Walk between plants and rows in the garden area to reduce com¬ 
paction in primary plant growth areas. 

Excessive rototiller use destroys soil structure and promotes com¬ 
paction. When compaction takes place in a dense soil structure, it 
also makes root growth more difficult. 

A little hand hoeing, rather than a rototiller, may be all you need to 
do to eliminate a few weeds. It usually causes less soil damage than 
repeated rototilling and is less harmful to the earthworms that help 
aerate the soil. 

You also can use mulch to control weeds instead of tilling. A 2- to 
3-inch layer of mulch relieves the pressure of walking on the soil, 
reducing the degree of compaction.

Federal guidelines to require Commercial Driver's 
License medical exams by certified providers 
New rule aimed at increasing safety on roadways 



The Federal Motor Carrier 
Safety Administration (FMCSA) 
will soon require drivers with 
Commercial Driver’s Licenses 
(CDL) to be examined by 
medical professionals whom it 
has certified. 

The new safety rule, which 
begins this month, pertains to 
health care professionals who 
perform medical examinations 
for interstate truck and bus 
drivers. It requires such 
providers to be trained, tested 
and certified on the specific 
physical qualifications that affect 
a driver’s ability to safely operate 
the vehicle. The FMCSA final 
rule also creates a national online 
database of certified providers. 

“Highway safety has been, 


and continues to be, our highest 
priority,” said Rodney Kuhl, 
Commissioner of the Department 
of Vehicle Regulation in the 
Kentucky Transportation 

Cabinet (KYTC). 

“The men and women who 
operate commercial motor 
vehicles are critical players in 
our highway safety effort. It is in 
the public interest to do what we 
can to ensure that those operators 
are medically fit to drive,” 
Commissioner Kuhl said. 

FMCSA developed the 
National Registry of Certified 
Medical Examiners final rule as 
part of the agency’s commitment 
to enhancing the medical 
oversight of interstate drivers 
and preventing commercial 


vehicle-related crashes, injuries 
and fatalities. This rule addresses 
National Transportation Safety 
Board recommendations on 
comprehensive training for 
medical examiners and tracking 
of driver medical certificates. 

Beginning May 21, 2014, 
all new CDL drivers or those 
needing to renew their medical 
certificates must obtain an 
examination from a certified 
medical examiner. A Department 
of Transportation medical exam 
involves checking a range 
of conditions to determine 
a driver’s medical fitness, 
including cardiovascular disease, 
respiratory and muscular 
functions, vision and hearing. 

All commercial drivers 


must pass a Department 
of Transportation medical 
examination at least every two 
years in order to obtain a valid 
medical certificate, maintain 
a CDL and legally drive a 
commercial motor vehicle. 

Kentucky has about 150,000 
CDL holders, including operators 
of commercial motor vehicles 
over 26,000 pounds, federally 
placarded hazardous material 
vehicles, school buses and other 
vehicles that can carry 16 or 
more passengers. Information 
about the National Registry of 
Certified Medical Examiners and 
a list of certified professionals 
in every state can be found at 
https ://nationalregistry.fmcsa. 
dot.gov.

American ship Mayaguez seized 

May 18, 1975 

The American freighter Mayaguez is captured by communist government forces in Cambodia, set¬ 
ting off an international incident. The U.S. response to the affair indicated that the wounds of the Viet¬ 
nam War still ran deep. 

On May 12, 1975, the U.S. freighter Mayaguez and its 39-man crew was captured by gunboats of 
the Cambodian navy. Cambodia had fallen to communist insurgents, the Khmer Rouge, in April 1973. 
The Cambodian authorities imprisoned the American crew, pending an investigation of the ship and why 
it had sailed into waters claimed by Cambodia. The response of the United States government was quick. 
President Gerald Ford called the Cambodian seizure of the Mayaguez an “act of piracy” and promised 
swift action to rescue the captured Americans. 

In part, Ford’s aggressive attitude to the incident was a by-product of the American failure in Viet¬ 
nam. In January 1973, U.S. forces had withdrawn from South Vietnam, ending years of a bloody and 
inconclusive attempt to forestall communist rule of that nation. In the time since the U.S. withdrawal, a 
number of conservative politicians and intellectuals in the United States had begun to question Amer¬ 
ica’s “credibility” in the international field, suggesting that the country’s loss of will in Vietnam now 
encouraged enemies around the world to challenge America with seeming impunity. The Cambodian 
seizure of the Mayaguez appeared to be just such a challenge. 

On May 14, President Ford ordered the bombing of the Cambodian port where the gunboats had 
come from and sent Marines to attack the island of Koh Tang, where the prisoners were being held. Un¬ 
fortunately, the military action was probably unnecessary. The Cambodian government was already in 
the process of releasing the crew of the Mayaguez and the ship. Forty-one Americans died, most of them 
in an accidental explosion during the attack. Most Americans, however, cheered the action as evidence 
that the United States was once again willing to use military might to slap down potential enemies. 

Edison sues over motion-picture technology 

May 13, 1898 

On this day in 1898, Thomas Edison sues the American Mutoscope Company, claiming that the 
studio has infringed on his patent for the Kinetograph movie camera. 

Thomas Edison, born in Ohio in 1847, had already invented the phonograph, the light bulb and other 
important technologies by 1887, when he moved his Menlo Park, New Jersey, laboratory to Orange, 
New Jersey. In Orange, Edison entrusted his assistant, W.L.K. Dickson, with the development of a new 
machine that could capture moving images. Dickson designed the Kinetograph, a camera that used cel¬ 
luloid film advanced by a sprocket that fit into square perforations running along the film, as well as the 
Kinetoscope, which projected moving images in a single-viewer peep-show format. Edison first publicly 
demonstrated the machine in 1891. 

Edison realized the financial drawbacks of the peep-show format and contracted rights to a camera 
developed by two of his assistants, Jenkins and Armat, called the Vitascope. The Vitascope was pub¬ 
licly displayed in 1896 in a New York vaudeville hall. After Dickson helped Edison’s competitors de¬ 
velop another motion-picture device, which would eventually become the mutoscope, Edison fired him. 
With Harry Marvin, Herman Casler and Elias Koopman, Dickson later founded a new movie company, 
American Mutoscope (later renamed American Mutoscope and Biograph, and then simply Biograph). 
In the lawsuit filed in May 1898, Edison accused the company of stealing his work; it was one of many 
infringement lawsuits he would file. In 1902, the U.S. Court of Appeals ruled that Edison did not invent 
the motion-picture camera, but allowed that he had invented the sprocket system that moved perforated 
film through the camera. 

In 1909, Edison joined forces with other filmmakers to create the Motion Pictures Patents Corp., an 
organization devoted to protecting patents and keeping other players from entering the film industry. The 
courts later found the organization to be an unfair monopoly, and in 1917 the Supreme Court dissolved 
the trust. By the following year, the Edison Company had abandoned the film industry.

Federal number sought for Highway 35 

Senator E. P. Warinner, Harvey Qualls and R. D. Honeycutt represented Albany and Clinton County 
on Thursday night of last week at the Wolf Creek Dam Highway Association. 

A special meeting was called at Danville by Atty. P. Joe Clark to rush through plans for a federal 
highway number on Highway 35. Attempts are being made to pick up U. S. Highway No. 127 which 
starts at Flint, Mich., and comes to a dead end at Cincinnati. By following Highway 25 a short distance 
out of Cincinnati to Dry Ridge, Ky., U. S. 127 can be continued through Kentucky. Plans would have the 
highway end at Chattanooga, Tenn. 

A delegation from Jamestown, Tenn., attended the meeting and are now working on Jamestown, 
Crossville, Dunlap, Pikeville; and Chattanooga. They will attempt to organize the Tennessee end. 

On Thursday and Friday of this week a motorcade will leave Danville and go all the way to Chat¬ 
tanooga. It will include Senators Morris C. Montgomery and Ed Warinner, former Sen. Otis C. Thomas, 
P. Joe Clark Some 50 delegates will probably have joined the motorcade when it reaches Chattanooga 
for a dinner meeting. 

Senators Montgomery and Warinner have been working on the federal number and assured the 
Danville dinner gathering from eight counties that the federal number was almost certain. Sen. Warinner 
said “It’s up to the Tennessee counties to see that the road continues on to Chattanooga.” Warinner said 
it was two hours closer from Cincinnati to Chattanooga now under bad conditions. 

Sen. Montgomery described the nine miles of highway now under construction in Casey County. It 
is a Class A road with 100 foot of right-of-way. Plans for the future call for a by-pass of Liberty. About 
five miles north of Liberty are being surveyed. Casey’s part of the road has been a bottle-neck since the 
bridge over Cumberland River was completed. 

“The State Highway Department is heart and soul behind Highway 35,” said President P. Joe Clark.
